SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

Two Blue Vol. 1, No. 3 contains content in the form of advertisements for sexual 
services falling within s.3(2)(a) (the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes), s.3(2)(d) (the use of urine or excrement in association with sexual conduct) 
and s.3(2)(e) (bestiality). Although written to some extent in code words, the Board 
finds that in the context of these magazines, the words used in these advertisements 
connote exactly the sexual activities and behaviours listed in s.3(2)(a), and (d) and (c). 
Because this content was not rejected, and was instead accepted and published by 
the editor and publisher, we find that their publication promotes, supports or tends to 
promote or support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes, the use of 
urine or excrement in association with sexual conduct, and bestiality. Accordingly the 
Board is bound to classify Two Blue Vol. 1, No. 3 as “objectionable” and so classifies 
them. 
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
